Marshall and Wade Patterson have 
been found, that of the third is still 
unaccounted for although he was 
seen in the hands of the mob with a 
rope about his neck. The third negro 
was Jim West. 

Patterson it was charged, insulted 
two white women during the "holi- 
days and knocked both of them down 
West's alleged crime was more re- 
cent and it is said he had often been 
seen throwing kisses at white wo- 
men. He was a chauffeur. Marshall 
was sentenced to hang for beheading 
a negro woman more than a year 
ago.

The Blackstone Club organized it-

crete or improved pavements or 
sidewalks, to remove any snow from 
such sidewalks within five hours of 
daylight after such snow shall have 
ceased to fail. 

This language is substantially the 
same as used in Ordinance No. 3, 
1910. of Hopkinsville.

F was tremendously impressed 
with the adaptability d the Filipino 
laborers, and the fact that they 
Bake »uch efficient workmen, when 
property trained. The manner in 
which these people take hold of 
things when they are given a fair 
chance is simply marvelous. I 
know one man who went to the Phil- 
ippines 14 years ago and settled 
down among a tribe who lived ill 
trees, ate fish and roots, and wore 
what clothing came handy. It was 
on a hardwood timber tract. To- 
day these "Bicols," for that is the 
tribe to which they belong, live in 
nice homes, and have schools, 
churches, a brass band, a dance hall, 
and last, but not least, they are 
excellent lumbermen ; they know all 
the varieties of trees and their 
value, and how 10 eat them. They 
have never left the cuttings, nor 
have they been affected by famine 
or pestilence, nor did they desert to 
join the insurrection. Six of thew, 
boys between the ages of 17 and 
28, rowed me 200 miles along the 
coast of southern Luzon in four 
days without a stop. I don't be- 
lieve the heaviest of them weighed 
over 130 pounds. They ate three 
good hearty meals a day of rice and 
fish, and at night, when the heavy 
life boat had been pulled upon the 
beach and turned over, they slept 
like logs under its shelter. At the 
end of the trip they seemed as 
fresh as at the beginning. For en- 
durance. Mr. John Orr. who trained 
these boys, would match them 
against any crew in the world. 
They hnve defeated French, Eng- 
lish, furnian, American, and Span- 
ish sailors in boat races. — Hamilton 
Wright, in Leslie's Weekly.

GIVES DIAGNOSIS

USES HYPNOTIC SLEEP. 



Then Describes C*se in Med- 
ical Terms, Though He 
is Not a Physician. 



Edgar Cayce. the young psychic 
diagnostician of Hopkinsville. gave 
an exhibition of his powers in R^om 
643 THp Sf-lhwr* »t !0:S0 o'clock to- 
day, and made such a skillful 
analysis of the case of a man who 
was present that the latter went 
away thoroughly convinced that 
Cayce had read him through and 
through. 

The man whose case was diagnos- 
ed is a well-known resident of Louis- 
ville, and had never seen Cayce un- 
til he came to his suite at the Seel 
bach today. 

Mr. Cayce is a young man of mild 
manners and pleasing address. He 
admits that he has no knowledge of 
the source of his powers, which have 
attracted the attention of physicians 
all over the State, and says that he 
knows nothing whatever about med- 
ical science, anatomy or therapeu- 
tics. After reading a phonographic 
rscord of one of hia diagnoses, Mr. 
Cayce shake? his head and smiles. 

"That's all Greek to me," he says; 
"1 haven't the least idea what all 
that talk means." 

HOW CAYCE GIVES READING. 

When the patient announced that 
he was ready for the diagnosis, Mr. 
Cayce pulled oft* his coat, collar and 
tie and laid down on a couch which 
had been prepared for him by plac 
ing two tables end to end and cover 
ing them with a cloth He placed 
his hands behind his head, closed 
his eyes and f-ighed deeply. Then he 
opened his eyes again and looked at 
the ceiling. His gaze drew dreamy, 
and a light crept into his eyes that 
betokened the coming trance. There 
was no suggestion of outward influ- 
ence upon him until he Anally closed 
his eyes and began to breathe very 
deeply. Then his father stepped to 
his side and taking the tube and 
mouthpiece leading to a blank pho- 
nograph record on a machine which 
had been connected with the electric 
current, he said: 

"You are now going to sleep. All 
of your organs are performing their 
functions. You are in perfect health 
and at ease " He paused for a few 
seconds and then said: "Now, you 
are asleep." 

A stenographer who had been se- 
cured for the occasion now drew her 
desk to the side of Cayce's couch and 
prepared to take his diagnosis. The 
man who had come to be examined 
grew fidgety and shifted in his chair. 
There was an intense look in his 
eyes. 

Mr. Cayce's father then said: 
"Now go over this man carefully 
from head to foot and tell us what is 
the matter with him, if anything." 

DIAGNOSIS GIVEN. 

Mr. Cayce then began a technical 
description of the patient's symp- 
toms, which would do justice to any 
physician in the land. He told him. 
in brief, that he was suffering from 
floating lesions of the spine, due to 
insufficient nutrition. He said that 
the patient experienced pains in the 
head, face, along the spinal column, 
and in the thigh. These pains, he 
•aid, were spasmodic, and were con- 
trolled in a measure, by the consti- 
tutional condition of the patient. 
He gave minute aeacriptions of the 
way in which lesions come about and 
the portions of the vertebrae affect- 
ed. 

When asked by bis father if be 
could suggest a treatment, Mr. Cayce 
said that benefit would be derived 
from sodium phosphate, in moderate 
quantities, and strychnia. He 
also suggested electric treatment for 
the spine and massaging with the 
hands. 

When he had concluded his diag- 
nosis his father said: 

"That patient has now disappear- 
ed. You will never see him again. 
In one minute and twenty seconds 
you will wake up."

Water Should Be Employed Sparingly, 
Aa It Will Cause the Wood to 
Expand— Oil and Win Con- 
aidered the Beat. 

If one has been *o fortunata as to 
secure a hardwood floor, the Intelligent 
care of ft becomes a very Important 
matter and one which Is not partlcu 

larly difficult If a little thought and 
attention are given to the subject. 
Various materials sro eu.pl*, 
this purpose, but the processes are all 
similar, namely. thAt of nibbing the 
surface with some sort of an oil or 
wax In general. It Is a safe rule nev- 
er to apply water to the surface of a 
nice floor, at least not In sufficient 
quantities to wet the fiber of the wood 
to any extent, because all wood, even 
oak, Is susceptible to raoslture and to 
the extent to which the fibers expand 
they will dry afterwards and gradu- 
ally creeks will appear In the boards. 
If something has been spilled on the 
floor so that It Is absolutely necessary 
to wash It. this should be done with a 
cloth wrung out of water. For the 
most pnrt. however, oil and wax tn , 
some form are the proper cleaning 
and polishing mediums. It is said that 
equal parts of sweet oil, turiienttne 
nnd vinegar, well inlx-»d and well rub- 
bed Into the floor wt.h cotton or wool- 
en rags, is a highly successful method 
of treating a polished oak floor. The 
acid in the vinegar cuts the dirt and 
grime that works into It from shoes, 
the sweet oil gives a luster and the 
turpentine dries it. There are any 
number of articles on the market that 
are advertised for this purpose, and 
some of them are very effective. In 
testing any new brand of wax or other 
application. It is well to try it first of 
all on a small portion of the floor In 
some Inconspicuous part of the <roam 
A weighted brush is a great advan- 
tage, though more or less expensiv. 
A piece of plank covered with Brus- 
sels carpet Is not a bad substitute 

The above-named mixture do°" not 
need to be npplW to the floor oftener 
thai! oncp a month, and about onr- a 
year a con* of good floor wax should 
be well rubbed Into the flcor. 

The arbitration of varnish to n hnrd 
wood floor Is g modern method of fin- 
ishing The old-time method being 
that of rubbing them with wax, nnd 
a verv beautiful surface may be thus 
produced, provided the floor ha? first 
hod n (borough coating with a paste 
filler whlrli fllltj np »very pore and 
crack nn<l makes a perfectly smooth 
surface.

Cleansing of all the pieces they should 
be counted and checked off with tho 
liat on the book. 

Under no cenditlona should any sll 
rer be allowed to remain out |ln th<' 
pantry at night, unleaa there la a spe 
clal place for It. Each housewife usu- 
ally has a method of her own for 
oleanslng the silver. A good polish, 
free from all aorta of grit and dirt. Is 
the best thing that can be used. This 
can be rubbed on with a soft cloth 
and the pollening done later with a 
chamois. Where engraved pieces 
are cleaned great care la necessary 
to get all the polish from the creases 
and crevices, where it Is most likely 
to lodge. 

One solution of the problem of tak- 
ing care of silverware when it is not 
in uae haa been effective. A cup- 
board is built under the pantry 
shelves and fitted with a epeclal lock 
and compartments made for the sepa- 
rate pieces. A shelf the length of 
the cupboard Is placed a little higher 
than the center, thus leaving the low- 
er portion for larger pieces. Both 
shelf and bottom are covered with 
thick red flannel, and, In order that 
dust may not gather, there la <t sepa- 
rate flooring, aa It were, under the 
flannel. This permits It being t H ken 
out and thoroughly brushed. The up- 
per shelf Is divided Into boxlike sec- 
tions. In which the small pieces fit 
easily. It requires less than five 
minutes to put away everything, and 
no longer to take them out in the 
morning. Chamola Is a good lining 
for drawers where silver is kept.
